BASING SAFETY ON SKILL. 


While’ human beings remain riervous, hurried, 


prone to error, no laws and no enforcement of 
law can be expéctéd to eliminate entirely the’ toll 
of death and injury due.to automobile accidents. 
In such circumstances, while not belittling the need 
for rigid enforcement of automobile” réegtilations, 
the plan of the Chicago safety council for reduc- 
ing the toll by reducing the most flagrant human 
errors seems worthy of commendation. 

‘The council is now conducting a school for 
motor drivers on the Municipal pier to this end. 
Some hundreds of drivers, mostly professional, are 
enrolled. They meet every Friday evening at 8 
o'clock in the pigr auditor§im for a six weeks’ 
course of lectures. The faculty includes leading 
men in various branches of the city’s life having 
to do with traffic and law enforcement. Street car 
officials, automotive engineers, traffic experts, 
safety specialists, and situa are lecturing. The 
list of their topics reveals the breadth and detail 
of instruction. It includes the following: 

“Making Chicago Safe”; “The Driver’s Respon- 
sibility”; “Cotperation in Traffic Regulation”; 
“The Value of Safety Instruction to Drivers”; 
“The Automobile Engine”; “Chicago’s Accident 
Record”; “The Jay Walker”; “ Motor Transporta- 
tion—Loading, Braking ”’; *‘ Courtesy of the Road”; 
“Law Enforcement as Applied to Drivers”; “ In- 
spection and Care of Trucks—Steering Mechanism, 
Tires, Lubrication”; ‘Safety in . Street’ Railway 
Operation”; “Safe Driving a Civic Duty”; 
“Clutch, Transmission, Differential"; “ Some Sensi- 
ble Driving Ruidés*; “THe Careful ldeoaciad Cam- 
paign.”’ 

There cannot fail to be a great deal of sound 
thought and information in such a course of lec- 
tures. The appreciation of: many big business 
concerns is revealed by their.efforts to get their 
drivers to attend. But probably the greater part 


of our accidents are due to nonprofessional driv: 


ers. These also should give the school a trial. 
The more “students” the less accidents. It ap- 
pears to be a constructive idea, and the more to 
be commended because it seeks to teach precau- 
tion to the individual rather than to pile up more 
laws. és |

They 
threw air into large ducts which ran 
downward to within about seven feet of 
the floor and there turned to an almost 
horizontal line, and delivered air at a 


almost horizontally fhto the head zone of 
the room. Hach fan and tube kept the 
air in active motion over a floor space 
100 feet long and 15 feet wide. The men 
were comfortable, even though it was 
hot, so long as they were in this moving 
air or draft. 
Angus says the ideal factory for work 
in summer time is one with a roof to 
floor but with no side walls. ~ 
The human body is a machine for con- 
verting- food into energy and heat. Of 
the heat values in the food eatén, the 
body converts 25 per cent into energy and 
75 per cent Into heat. In hot weather, 
the great problem is to get rid of this 
75 per cent. At that, the human engine 
is a little better machine than its near- 
est competitor, the automobile engine, 
since the latter only gets 20 per cent of 
the values out of its fuel and the heat 
which represents the osher 80 per cent 
demands fans and ragiators to keep the 
machine cool enough to work. Any one 
who sees the cooling apparatus required 
to keep an automohjle engine cool can 
sympathize with the workman who de- 
mands fans in the workroom in summer, 
and can understand why a baby frets 
when dressed up on a summer day.

To measure the discomfort of the alr, 
Leonard Hil! invented a very serviceable 
instrument called a “ katathermometer,” 
and this was employed by Angus. A kata- 
thermometer is merely a large bulb spirit 
thermometer so constructed that it can 
bé readily exposed to currents of air. It 
is used both as a dry bulb and as a wet 
bulb. To use, it is heated to 100 degrees 
I’. and then exposed and the time re- 
quired for the temperature registered to 
drop to $5 is the measure of the com- 
fort or the discomfort of the room.
